rifon of London-Derryhad 1n a late Sally killed an incredible - 
Number of Papilis, and raiſed the Siege : That the Marquis 
de Puſigan , and the French Bombardeer 'were both dead 
of the Wounds they received in the Sallies. And thoſe 
from Whitehaven give an Account of about an Hundred 
Iriſh Proteſtant Gentlemen, who had been in thoſe Parts 
for ſome time, having ſpent what Monies they brought  - 
over, would try an Exploit at Sea ; and accordingly, well 
Arming themſelves with two Ships, Steered for Ireland, 
and Sailed to a place, Called, Dunbalady, wherein were Two 
Iriſh Companies, who upon the Approach of the Ships,
